War, and became a Prey to the Turks; 
and eſpecially under Amurath Solymay, 
and others. The Kingdom of Hun- 
gary is partly poſſeſſed by the Houſe 
of Auſtria, and partly by the Infidels. 
The tormer rendred it Hereditary af- 
ter the. Death of $9 the Young, 
who periſhed at the Battle of Mobacs, - 
in the year 1526. Joby de Zapdl, 
Count of Scepua, was laluted King by 
part of the Hungarians, and Ferdinand 
of Auſtria by the reſt, who carried it

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from his Competitor. The Eſtates of 
this Kingdom are divided into four 
Bodies. , 1.

Pope Clement the Fifth beinginform- 
ed that the Hungarians werein Arms, 
and would not fubmit to Charles Mar- 
tel, Son to Charles II. King of Naples, 
thought himſelf obliged to ſend a Le- 
' gat thither , cither for compoſing 
theſe Diſorders, or ſtrengthening the 
Party of the Lawful.Soveraign. For 
that effe& he pitched upon Gentil de 
Monteffiore, whole Merit had raifed 
him trom a Franciſcan Frier to the 
Dignity of a Cardinal, and who ac- 
quitted. 
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quitted himſelf extraordinarily well 
in his Commiffion, At firſt he uſed 
all ways of Mildneſs; but finding them 
to be unprofitable, he employed Ec- 
cleſfiaſtical Cenfures, ard reclaimed 
the Hungarians to their Duty. He ce- 
lebrated a Council at Preſvourg, inthe 
year 1309. Where found Cannons 
were made; which were afterwards 
approved by the Pope. Tnthis Town 
there are a great many Houſes built 
after the Italian manner, which con- 
tribute much tothe Beauty thereof.

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Turks, who keep a ſtrong Gariſon in 
it. Three Leagues froin this Town 
the River of Agria falls into the 7yſa 
or Teiſſe, which is the Tibiſcas of the 
Latins. In the year 1552. the Turk: 
firſt beſieged Agria, with an Army of 
Threeſcore and ten thouſand Men. 
It was then no ſtrong place, neither 
by Nature nor Art ; and yet the Cou- 
rage of the Gariſon ſupplied theWeak- 
neſs of the place. There were within it 
Two thouſand Hungarians, and 'Three- 
{core of the chief Gentlemen of the 
Country, who brought thither their 
Wives, Children, and all their Goods. 
They all took an Oath, that they 
would ſuffer the utmoſt Extremity,ra- 
ther'than render the place; they put 
all their Proviſion into publick ſtores, 
and when the7wrks ſummoned thega to 
render the'place, they put out a Cot- 
fin upon the Battlements of the Walls, 
to ſhew that they had reſolved ro die, 
rather than to yield. The Town was 
for Forty days time incellantly Batrer- 
ed with Fifty pieces of Cannon ; but 
all that daunted not the Befieged. Nay 
the Turks having made three Afſaults 
in one day, were ſtill beatenoff, and 

loſt

loſt Eight thouſand men. Above all 
things the Valour of the Women was 
confpicious in ſo bloody an Aion. 
One of them was fighting in preſence 
of her Mother and Husband,who was 
killed hard by her, and her Mother 
bidding her carry off -the Body and 
Bury it : God forbid, anſwered ſhe, 
that I ſhould Bury my Husband be- 
fore I revenge his death: and with 
that ſnatching up the Buckler and 
Sword of her dead Husband, ſhe threw 
her ſelf into the midſt of the Enemy's, 
and left not off Fighting till ſhe had 
revenged the death of her, Husband 
by the ſlatghter of three Turks. Ano- 
ther Woman carrying a great ſtone to 
caſt down upon the Enemy, was ſhot 
with a Canon Bullet, that carried off 
her head. Her Daughter who. fol- 
lowed her, without Panditig-to be- 
wail her loſs, took up. the ſtone, and 
all bloody as it was with her Mo- 
thers Blood, threw it down upon a 
croud of the Enemy, who endeavour- 
ed to mount the Wall. The Turks be-

A Fort with a very {trong Caſtle 
ſeated on the River- Torza, betwixt 
Ungwar and Zatmar near the Moun- 
tains ; it hath been a place of Retreat 
to the Rebel Count Teckely, as it was 
before to Prince Ragotzi, The Coun- 
teſs of Teckely, Aurora Veronica Daugh- 
to the late Count Peter Serine, and be- 
fore Widdow of the faid Prince, ſtill 
delays to render it to the Emperor, as 
being uncertain what will become of 
her Husband. In the mean time it is 
ſtraitly blocked up by the Imperial 
Forces. 


TEMESWAR. 


 Agreatand ſtrong Town upon the 
River of Temes, towards the Fron- 
tiers of Tranſuvama; it is the chief 
Town of a P:ovince of that Name, 
which has the Title of a County. The

nandot Auſtria, who was elected King. 
The Germans beſieged Buda, and the 
Tarks having defeated them, made 
themſelves Malters of the Town under 
pretext of Friendſhip, ſending the 
Queen, her Son, and Geerge Marrinifias,

Solyman rendered himſelf Maſter of 
Buda the 20eth. of Auguſt, 1526. and 
in the year 1527. Ferdinand I. King of 
Bohemia, Brother to the Emperour 
Charles V. after the overthrow of Loi 


_ the Young, in the Plain of Mohacz, 


was proclaimed King of Hungary, by 
Stephen Bathori Palatin of the Kingdom, 
and by the ſounder part of the Nobi- 
lity ; John Zapoliha, Vaivod of Trans 


filvania, having been before tumultua- 


rily ele&ed by the reſt. 

The ſame year, Ferdinand made 
himſelt Maſter of the greateſt part of 
the Kingdom, and of Buda,the Capt 
tal City, of which he made Thomas 
Nadaſt:+ Governour ; until the year 
1 529. that Solyman took it by the Trea- 
chery of the Garriſon, and ſhortly afs 
ter laid ſiege to Viewwa, which he was 
forced ſhametully to raiſe, after he had 
made. many B.oody Afſlaults..

Afterwards Ferdinand King of Bobe- 
mia, made General Rogend:+f beſiege 
it, in the year 1530. but in vain. 

In the year 1540. he commanded 
his General Leonard Feſſivs to Beliege 
it a ſecond time, having firſt polleſt 
himſelf of the Forts of Vicegrad, Vac- 
cia, and Peſt; and fohn Zapoliba be- 
ing dead the year before, who left for 
his Succeflor Fohn Sigiſmond, a Pupil 
under the tuition of No Princeſs I/abel 
his Mother, and George Monck ; but 
Feſſuus having there endured the fati- 
gues of a long and troubleſom Siege, 
was again obliged to draw off. 

In the year, 1541. General Rogen- 
dorf renewed the Siege again a Third 
time ; but upon the- coming of Soly- 
man, he thought it beſt to retreat, 
the mean time that Ortoman Prince 
ſurpriſed the Town byCunning, drove

In the year, 1542. the Marqueſsof 
Brandebourgh, made as if he intended 
to Befiege Buda, and in that deſign 
marched towaids it. He attacked 
Peſt, on his march, but in vain, and 
retreated without any ſucceſs. 

The Count of Swartzenbourgh ha- 


| ing in the Month of March 1598. by 


a Wonderful Stratagem retaken Fawva- 
rin, or Raab, from the Turks,marched 
the ſame year in the Month of Ofo- 
ber, under the Auſpices of the Arch- 
duke Matthias, and laid Siege to Buda, 
which after thirty days Attack he was | 
forced to raiſe, becauſe of the conti- 
nual Rains: And it is remarkable, {| 
that the Turks, who at the ſame time \ 
Beſieged the Town of Waradin in Tran- 
fihoania, were likewiſe obliged to. ® 
uit their Enterpriſe for the ſanie Rea- 
on. 

The Chriſtians again attacked 
that Town in the year 1602 under

The Duke of Lorrain Generaliflimo

The Council of Buda. 


Philip Biſhop of. Fermo, of the holy 
See, being ſent by Nicholas HL. for 
treating ſome important Afﬀairs with 
Ladiſlans ITI.- King of Hungary, in the 
year 1279. celebrated a Council at 
Buda; the Conſtitutions whereof to 
the Number of Thirty ſix, Oldericus 
Rainaldus hath put at the end of the 
I 4 Tome of the Eccleſiaſtical An- 
n 
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ALBA REG ALIS. 


Which the Latins otherwiſe call 4/- 
ba Regia, the Germans Stoel-Weſſenburgh, 
the Slawvonians Stolni-Biograd, and the 
Hungarians Ekekes-Feierwar z 15a Town 
in the Lower Hungary, where their 
Kings were wont to be crowned in 
the ſame Church, where their Tombs 
are to be ſeen. Amurath II. Emperor 
of the Turks, being called into Hun- 
gary, after the Death of Albert of Au- 
ſeria, beſieged it in vain. Neverthe- 
leſs it was taken by the Infidels in the 
year 1543- The Emperour Matthi- 
as,in the beginning of this age, retook 
it in the year.1601, And the Tyurks 
made themſelyes again Maſters of it, 
the year following. In the year 1565. 
the Count of Salms, Gavernour of 
Tavarin, treated with the Judge of Al- 
ba Regalis, who was to deliver up the 
wry to him.

Reign of Mahbomet 
JII. But the Heydukes committed a 
piece of the greateſt Treachery ima- 
inable, and delivered it up into the 
nk of the Turks, in the time of 
Sultan Achmet. Charles King of Na- 
ples, who ,was alſo proclaimed King 
of Hungary, having been wounded in 
the Head by Forchatz, was carried 
into that Caſtle, where under pre- 
text of applying aPlaiſter to his Head, 
they ſtrangled him. "The Crown of 
Hungary was heretofore kept at Vice- 
ad, but the Turks having advanced 
far, it was thought ſafer to put it 
into the - Caſtle of Presbourg. This 
Crown is of a pretty ſingular ſhape; 
for it is very low, and Jach a Crofs 
on the top with four leaves that go 
compleatly round it, of which one is 
as big as the other three, or at leaſt, 
as two of them. Ir is infinitely elteem- 
ed by the Hungarians, becauſe they 
believe that an Angel brought it to 
thew King St. Stephen: and the moſt 
Auguſt Emperour Leopold, who reigns 
at preſent, is the two and fourtieth 
King thathath beencrowned with that 
Lrown, ; .

Is a pretty handſom Town, and a 
very ſtrong place,ſeated on theTop of 
a very high ill, from whence all the 
Counttey about may be Uiſcovered.

DOTTIS. 


Dotzs, Tata, or Theodata, is but four 


Leagues from Comora ;. it hath a Ca- 


ſtle with Ditches round it, and not far 
from thence, there are ſome natural 
Baths. It lies betwixt S. Martinsberg 
and the Danube, hath been often ta- 
ken and retaken, and belongs to his *

SABARTIA. 


| | Is an Ancient Town in the County 
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of hon'Caſtle lying at the concourſe of 
the two Rivers of Guytz, and Regnitz,, 
_ before they fall into the Razb. - This 
Town is affirmed to be the Native 
Town of St. Martin ; and there -are 
| fome who report, and others that be- 
lieve, that the Famous Poet Ovid di- 
ed and was Buried in this Town of 
Sabaria. They write, thathaving been 
- Seven years Baniſhed atTomos, near the 
Euxin Sea, he was afterwards recalled, 
and died at Sabaria, upon his return 
to Ialy ; where they fay his Tomb was 
found in the year 1508. with this E- 
pitaph, made by himſelf, and cut on 
the outſide of a ſtately Vault,

Here Iyes the Poet, whom the Anger of 
Drvine Czar, ng to leave bis 
Conn + often did be wiſh in his M+- 
ſery that he might dye in his own Coun 
try, but in vain; for the Fates bave 
groen him this for a Bur ing place. 


And about the year 1540. 1/abel 
Queen of Hungary ſhewed Peter Angelo 
Bargeo, a Silver Pen that Ovid made 
uſe of to write with ; which not long 
before had been found amongſt the 
Ancient Ruins of Tearunum, at preſent 
called Belgrade, at the mouth of the 
Save, that falls into the Danube, with 
theſe words Engraven round it: Ovidiz 
Naſonis Calamus, which that Queen 
highly priſed, and kept it as a Sacred 
thing. 

GRAM. 


This Town which is called Gray, 
Strigonium, or Oſtrogon, lyes on the 
South-fide of the River of Gran; where 
it talls into the Danube. It is divid- 
ed into the Upperr and Lower, Town 
both which are conſiderably ſtron 
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. and have good Walk. The lower Town 
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commands the Danube, and St. Thom as 
his Hill is alſo very well fortified, be- 
cauſe being cloſe by the Town it 
might command it. In this Town 
there are excellent Natural Baths, 
that are not too hot. Heretofore 
it was the Metropolitan Cty of Hun- 
gary, and St. Stephen their firſt Kin 
was born in it ; as Stephen III di 
there. The chief Ornaments of it are 
the great Church of St. Stephen, who 
lyes buried in it, the Arch Biſhop's 
Palace, and the Houſes of other Ca- 
nons: This Arch-Biſhop formerly put 
the Crown upon the Kings Head the 
day of his Coronation. In the Upper 
Town there is a Rock, on which ave- 
ry ſtrong Caſtle is built. The Neigh- 
boring Hills abound in Vines, and the 
Country about with Springs of hot 
water, ſo that by reaſon of the Fruit: 
fulneſs ofthe Country ,and the ſtrength 
of the Town, the Rings of Hungary, 
in former times had their Palace and 
kept their Reſidence there : Hardly 
any place hath maintained ſo many 
Bloody Sieges. For Fobn King of Hun- 
gary Beſieged it, but in vain ; and be 
3 contd 
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could not ſuareed in his Attempt. So- 
Iyman took it in the year, 1542. but 
the Count of Mansfield re-took it, 
for the Arch-duke Matthias. It was 
once more Beſieged in rain; but in 
Succeſſion of time Sultan Achmet took 
it, by means of an infamous piece of 
Baſeneſs, that the Chriſtians . who de- 
fended it committed; for: having kil- 
led the Count of Damprerre the Gover- 
nour, they ſurrendered the place to 
Alybeg General of the Turkiſh Army. 
The Town of Barckan, is exactly op- 
_ to Gran, and there is a Bridge of 
ats betwixt thoſe two places. It was 
before that Fort, that the Armies of 
the Emperor and Poland gained the 
Battle againſt the Twrks in the Month 
8 of Ofober, 1683. when they Belieged 
& and took the ſaid Fort, and the Town - 
| of Gran alſothe 2 3.0f the ſame _—_— 
after they had glorioufly raifed the 
||| Siege of Viewna; which the Grand 
| Vizier Kara Muſtaphs had laid to it, 
8 with the chief Forces of the Ortoman 
| Empire, who were cut to pieces, and 
© put to the rout there; and after that 
the City of Gran, for the ſpace of 80. 
years had _— under the yoke 
3 
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of the Turks, But the Barbarians, be- 
ing impatient that ſuch an important 

lace ſhould remain longer in the 
Hands of the Chriſtians, endeavoured 
to, regain it with an extraordinary 
ſtrong Army, and laid Siege to it the 
30th. of Fuly, 1685. which they were 
forced to raiſe, with the loſs of the 
Battle that followed after the 16th. of 
Auguſt , the lame year. 


The Iſte of Schut. 


This Iſle, which the Latin call Þuſu- 
la Citworum, called commonly Schut, 
and Comora, or rather Comara, from 


ts moſt im place lying on the 
iNonh Eaſt point of the land, that 
has that name, is Twelve Hungarian 
Leagues in length, and Five in breadth, 
Sixteen Hungarian making Twenty 
Gtrman Leagues. It contains about 
Three Hundred Villages, or Bourgs, 
and Fifteen Thouſand Inhabitants. 
Its next beſt place to Comers, is Sama- 
ria Or Samareyn, for which cauſe Mun- 
ferns ſays, that the Ifland is called Sa- 


maria, as well as Schythia and Camaron,

| E 
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T Iſle is made by the Danube, which 
dividing it ſelf into four Branches be- 
low Preſbourg, makes many lovely 
Iſles, full of tall Trees, of which this is 
the chief; at the end whereof and be- 
low Comars the Danube unites all its 
Branches, of which that which 
comes from the Upper Hwngary, 1s cal- 
led Waaeg ; and the River coming 
from the North falls into the Danube 
at this Iſland. 


RAAB or f AV ARIMN. 

A very ſtrong Town fituaced 
where the Rivers of Raaband Rabuits, 
fall into the Dazube, is the Seat of a 
Biſhop Suffragan to Gran, or Strigani- 
un. The German: call. t Raab, the 
French Favarin, the Hungarians Gever, 
the Falians Giavarin, and the Latin 
Authors, Favarinum, Arabo and Ha- 
rabo, The Fort was made by Ferds- 
nand of Auſtria, King of Hungary, | be- 
fore he came to be Emperor mi the 
year, 1550. and is one of the com- 
pleateſt Strengths in Ewrope. It hath 
two Bridges, one on the fide of Aus 
fria, and the other on the fide of 4/- 
ba Regal, or Stae-Wiiſſenbourgh,- itis

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* fortified with Seven Baſtions, and 


hath Four high Mounts, from whence 
all the Country about may be diſco- 
vered. The Firſt is the Baſtion, on 
which the Caſtle or Governours Pa- 
lace is built. The Second is upon the 
brink of the River of Danube. The 
Third ſtands upon the HolyHill; and 
when the 7wrks blew it up, there w: 
a Man upon it on Horſe back, who 
was carried by the force of the Gun- 
powder into the Danube, without the 
leaſt hurt either to Man or Horſe, 
The Fourth is that in the middle, 
which looks Eaſt-ward into the Coun-£l 
. © The Fifth is that which is cal- 
the New Baſtion. The Sixth the 
Imperial Baſtion. And the Seventh 
is that of Hungary, on the brink of the 
River of Raab. Here it was that the 
Turkiſh Governour was killed, when 
the Chriſtians ſurpriſed the Town, in 
the night time. lt is very near the Iſle of 
$cbut in aPlain that reaches out of ſight, 
environed by a Branch of the Danube, 
and the River of Raab, which makes 


* many to give it that. name: And it 


would ſcem that nothing can be able 
to hurt it ;_ unleſs 'it be a little Hill 
| which 
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which is at a- pretty good diſtance 
from it too, and might be blown up 
when they pleaſed it there were occa- 
fion for it. Beyond it there is alſo a 
little Tower, in the middle of the. 
Plain, from whence the approach of 
an Enemy, may eaſily be diſcovered. 
This Town may be near Three hun- 
 dred paces in Circuit, and at each 
F Angle of the Figure, there is a Cava- 
E lier which commands the Fortification 
E faced with brick. Sinam Baſſa beſieg- 
| ed it in the Reign of Sultan ,Amurarh 
& 1. Heloft agreat many men there, 
F and Twelve thouſand were killed in

| in the year 1591. by the Treachety 
# of theCount of Hardeck, who was Go- 
E vernour of the place, for which baſc 
Aion he had his Head ſtruck off at 
| Viema. Some years after it was re- 
taken by the Couhr of Swartſz:nbours, 
F and the Count of Palfy who ſurpriſed 
J it in the night time, in the year 1606. 
F under the Emperor Rodolph, and made 
F 2 great ſlaughter of all the Twrks that 
were in it: A piece of the Gate, which 
was broken down by a Petard, is {tif] 
kept in the Cathedral Church, as the

their Guns, and make a Solemn Pro- 
ceſlion. Whilſt the Tiwks were Ma- 
{ters of that Town, they made a 
Dungeon for the Chriſtian Priſoners, 
into which there enters no Light but 
through a Grate that looks to the 
Market-place. But at preſent there 
are commonly Turks ſhutupin it, who 
beg the Charity of thoſe that paſs that 
way, and fell a kind of Whips, which 
they make in their wretched Confine- 
ment. George Draſcovit Biſhop of 
that Town held a Synod there in the 
year 1579. 

The Emperor finding himſelf in- 
commoded by the great number of 
Chiaus or OrdinaryEnvoys who came 
often«to Vienna, from the Vizier of Bu- 
4a, and never went back again with- 
out ſome Preſent, ordered for the fu- 
rure, that they ſhould advance no far- 
ther than Raadb, unleſs they had a Per- 
miffion, and that they ſhould receive 
their diſpatches there. In conſequence 
whereof there was in December, 168. 
a Turkiſh Aga there named Aga Scelebi, 
waiting for the Emperours Anſwer,

Reoh, beſieged this place with Three- 
ſcore Veſſels; and a vaſt- number of 
Turks and Tartars; but it was without 
ſucceſs, 'and molt: part of the 7artars 
were kill'd there. 
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PETRONEL. 


BetwixtViemna and Presbourg , where 
the River of Mark falls into the Da- 


nube, lyes the Town of Petronel, near 


the Hill, . and Caſtle of Haimbourg, 
Petronel is thought to be the place that 
was anciently called Carnunturm, which 
was one of the ſtrongeſt placesof the 
Panonians, and in vain beſieged by the 
Romans 176. years, before the Incar- 
nation of our Saviour z who never- 
the leſs, in Progres of time made them- 
ſelves Maſters of it under Auguſta, 
that ſent thither a Roman Colony, 
with the Forces which were called 

0 decima Gemina, and Claſſis Iſtrica, 
It was enlarged ſo much a ard, 
that it became the chief City of the 
Upper Panonia, and contained all that 
lay on the South ſide of the Danube, 
where at preſent we ſee Haimbonrg, 
Altenbourg, and St. Petronel. 


ALTENBOURG. 


Is a Town environned by the little 
River of Leytha, and near that ſmall 
Branch 
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Branch of the Danube, which runs to- 
wards the Lower ary , eight 
es from Presbourg. It was form- 
erly an open Village; but it hath ſince 
been walled in by the Hungarians, who - 
call it Over, that's to fay, old Caftle, 
which ſuces with the German name 
Altenbourg, that ſignifies an old Bur- 
rough. It is near to the Welt end of 
the Iſle of Schur, and in the Hands of 
the Emperour, who in the year 1646.

ESSECK andits BRIDGE, 


The Town of Eſſeck or Offeck , is 
thought to be the Ancient _—_ or 
at leaſt it is not far from it. ſtory 
will have it to be in rhis place, that 
Conftantus Son to the Emperor Con- 
ſtantine defeated the Tyrant Magnen- 
tix in the year 359, This Town lies 
very low, and there are Trees grow- 
ing in all the Streets. On one fide = 
the 
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the Gate there is part of a Roman in- 
{cription,which begins thus : 2M. eE- 
an,8&c. And on the other, the Head'o 
aMaid on a Stone. Thereis a very pret- 
tyDial there alſo,broughte thither from 
Serimwar ; and one of the fineſt pieces 
of Cannon that ever was ſcen in thoſe 
parts : It is not upon a Carriage, as 0-

thers are, but upon great beam off 


Wood. This is a great and populous 
Town, there being in it at leaſt five 
hundred ſhops, many Moſques and 
Haccars, which are large Inns for Trz- 
vellers. *» 

But that which is moſt conſiderable, 
is the lovely Wooden Bridge,(not to be 
matched in theWorld) which was built 
by Solyman, in the year 1521. immedi- 
ately after he took Belgrade, partly over 
the Drave,and partly over the River of 
Fenues cloſe by both which do often o- 
yerflow.On this fide theDraveitis about 
ElevenHundred paces long,and on the 
other ſide almoſt Eight Thouſand, all 
of good Oak. It is about Twelve 
yards broad, ſo that three Turkiſh Wag- 
gons,that are bigger than ours, can go 
a Breaſt upon it. The River of Drave 
15 not broad at thatplace,and there are 

but 
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"Hbut ſixteen Boats that' ſupport the 
'& Bridge with great Trees that make the 
Arches. All who well conſider that 
Bridge, and the ſeveral Wood- 
en * ihe which are built upon it, 
with the vaſt number of Beams that 
were needful to uphold fo great a Fa- 
brick, cannot ſufficiently admire, how 
they could find Timber enough to 
'F build or to ſupport it. The Brave 
'& Count Nicholas of Serimi, Second of 
that Name,burnt thepart of the Bridge 
that is over the Drave in the year 1664. 
but in ſix Weeks time they made ano- 
ther Bridge of Boats, a little lower 
than the firſt, The 7Twks would not 
re-build it in the ſame place, becauſe 
the Piles that ſupported it, and that 
were under Water when the Fire was 
out, ſtuck 1o faſt in the ground, . that 
it would have coſt them too much 
Trouble to get them out. Over this 
Bridge march all the Armies that come 
into Hungary, and here it was that the 
unfortunate King Lojix thoughtto have 
put a ſtop to the. Turks, that were co- 
ming againſt him, under the Condut 
of Solyman, in the year 1526. and in- 


deed, if that Paſs had boen well defer 
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ded at that time, it is probable Soly- 
man might not ſo eaſily have m 
forwards to Buda, Count Serins burnt 
the part of the Bridge that was built o- 
ver the Drave, to hinder the Grand V;-Ri 
from: receiving Succours from the IF! 
other Caunties of Twky; and upon his 
return, he alſo-burnt Frve-Churches, that 
lyes Weſt-ward from Eſſeck. Count Le- 
ſlie, General of the Imperial Army, fer 
fire again to the Bridge of Efſeck, which 
for twelve hundred Paces length was 
immediately in a flame; -at the 
ſame time he took the Town of Efeeck, 
put all he met to the Sword, and ha- 
ving plundred it, and blown up the 
Magazin and Arſenal;that were tull of 
Ammunition and Provifiens, he put | 
= to it, and. reduced it to A- 
es.

CIRMIUM. 


This Town lying upon the River

That great River towards the Faſt 
called 7:bi/cus, or otherwiſe the Teiſſe, 
which hath its ſource in the Country of 
Maromcrus, at the Foot of the Carpati- 
an Hills, having received the Marziſcus 
or Mariſa with ſeveral other Rivers, 
diſcharges it ſelf into the Danube, be- 
tewixt Waradin, St. Peter, and Belgrade, 
There are brought down this River 
great quantities of Salt Stones, dug out 
of ſeveral Mines in Hungary and Tras- 
filvania, which are alſo feat up the Da- 
wube as far as Prezbourg, This River is 
reckoned the beſt in all Ewrope; nay, 
. T may fay, in all the World, for Fiſh- 
Tang ; ſo that the People of the Coun- 
try ſay commonly, that there is no- 
Tg in that River but Water and 


The 
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The River of Bedrack,which falls in- 
to the Tibiſcus not far trom Teckay, is 
alſo fo full of Fiſh, that in the Sum- 
mer time when the water is low, the 
People ſay that the Fiſh make the Ri- 
ver to ſwell: It is none of the ſmallelt 
Rivers ; for according to the Relation 
of thoſe who have ſeen it, it is Thirty 
tathom broad, and Eighty eight and 
a half deep. But there is no good fiſh- 
ing in it with Nets, becauſe the Chan: 
nel of it is triangular. This great Fer- 
tili.y is attributed to the, Communica- 
tion that irs Water hath with the ſalt 
Mines under Ground, which impreg- 
onus it with a Principle of  Fecur- 
ity.

The River Arabs or Raab is to the 
Weſt, which hath its ſource in Stirs, 
and falls alſo into the Danube.

TT HE Kingdom of Hungary bears 

& Barry of eight pieces Argent and 
Gules. Prince S:gi/mond King of Bobe- 
mia having Married Mary Daughter 
and. Heireſs of Loi of Hungary, was 
in right of her King of Hungary, and 
afterwards Emperor. He joyned the 
Arms of Hungary and Bobemia, which 
he bore upon the Eagle of the Empire, 
empaling thoſe off Hungary, with a dou- 
ble Crols of St. Stephen, which is pre- 
ſerved with his Coat of Arms and 
Sword, uſed in the Ceremony of the 
Coronation of theſe Kings. In his 
Coyn of Gold there is a Reverſe of 
the Globe of the Earth,Crowned with 
an Imperial Crown, which the Em- 
perours at preſent place over their 
Arms.

T His Battle was fought the firſt of 
Auguſt, 1n the year, 1664. at 
RX. Godard, berwixt Kermin and Cani/a, 
in the Lower Hungary. In this place, 
Ge half of the Furkiſh Army pafled 
the River of Razb, to attack the 1mpe- 
rialifts ; but hardly were theft Troops 
got over the River, when, without gj- 
ving them time to entrench themſelves, 
the Imperial Forces under the Com- 
mand of General Montecucul:, being 
drawn upto receive them, forced them 
tofight, and utterly deteared the great- 
Felt part of the Turks; the reſt betook 
themſelves ſhamefully to flight, who 
crowding in great haſte to re-paſs the 
River, threw themſelves head-long in- 
to the-Water, and were carried away 
dy the Stream; 1o that the Rapidity of 
'i'y the: 
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the River, forcing along with it Me; 
and Horſes, they were drowned in th” 
deepeſt places; it being certain tha 
more periſhed in the Water, than 
the Sword : And the Turks themſely; 
acknowledged , that they loſt m: 
more Men, than the Gazets of Euri 
mentioned. To which they added,thalf 
their Hiſtories did not ſpeak of ſo gre: 
and ſo ſhameful a Diſgrace happene 
to the Ottoman Empire, ſince it 
attained to ſo high a degree of Power 
as that Diſaſter was. "The Turks let 
above Eight Thouſand Men upon t 
Place, and the Glory of the day t: 
the Dmperialiſts, which was imme 
diately tollowed by a Peace, that 
Turks propoſed, and greedily embra 
ced; of which theſe were the Cond: 
tions.

Chriſtian Army only of 816co. The 

eat Standard; the Horſes Tail, and 
the Grand Viziers own Horſe were 
taken by the Poles, who . obſtinatly 
purſued them in their Retreat, and 
there was much booty found in the 
Turkiſh Camp, which - was wholly 
plundered even to the "Tent of the 
Grand Vizier, wherethey found great 
Riches in Gold, Silver, and other pre- 
cious things : All their Artillery, which 
conſiſted of above an hundred pieces 
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of Cannon, was alſo gained with ſtore 
of Ammunition., 

The great Standard we mentioned 
before, was carried before the King 
of Poland, when he made his entry 
into Vienna, immediately after it was 
Relieved, and was Rnt preſently by 
that King to the Pope. On the one 
ſide of it wasthis Inſcription,
